Free 510,111111

To Active Duty 


WASHINGTON W— The Army 
announced plans today to transfer 
500,000 reservists from the ready 
to the standby reserve, freeing 
them from any call to active duty 
except by act of Congress. 
An additional 475,000 reservists 
will be discharged altogether. They 
are men who served prior to June, 
1951, mostly Korean war veterans, 
whose tour as reservists would 
soon end anyway. 
The Army announced the shake­ 
up in its reserves as a move to 
“build up a truely ready reserve 
force” of 1,692,000 reservists and 
National Guardsmen available for 
immediate call in war or other 
emergency. 
Ready reserves can 
be called to active duty by presi­ 
dential ordei whereas standby re­ 
servists are liable only if Congress 
declare war on a national emer­ 
gency. 
An Army spokesman «aid most 
of the men affected by the Army 
plan, which will be carried out 
during the year starting July I, 
have not been actively participat­ 
ing in reserve units. Penalties for 
failure to participate have been in 
effect only since last year’s re­ 
serve act was passed and do not 
apply to those who already were 
in the reserves. 
The Army said the aim of the 
new screening program is to keep 
in ready reserve units men who 
are physically fit, have necessary 
military qualifications and will be 
available for immediate sendee in

“ Every month of the year our 
own supply of milk is inadequate 
and we have to secure milk from 
other channels,” one Dairy Brand 
official 
remarked. 
“Right 
now 
farmers in Saline and surrounding 
counties could make from $60,000 
to $75,000 more each month from 
milk we would buy, if they would 
build up their herds.” 
Harrisburg Dairy 
is the only 
dairy in southern Illinois that buys 
a majority of its milk from 
the 
farmers of southern Illinois, and 
Dairy Brand covers a larger por­ 
tion of southern Illinois with its 
milk and ice cream sales than any 
other dairy. 
To do so takes organization and 
lots 
of employes 
and vehicles. 
Right now the total number em­ 
ployed is right around IOO and 64 
motor vehicles are kept in opera­ 
tion. 


Buy, Sell in Wide Area 


There are three parts to the op- 
jeration of a dairy: 
(I) procure­ 
ment; (2) processing and (3) sell­ 
ing. 
The Harrisburg Dairy goes as 
far north as Olney in buying milk 
which is brought here for process­ 
ing. The area goes as far south as 
Eddyville, as far west as Route 37

The selling area is even larger.

A nursing mother needs more 
milk than anyone else. 
Harriet Barto, University of Illi­ 
nois dietetics instructor, says that 
nursing mothers .should have six 
cups of milk daily, and pregnant 
women need four cups daily. 
Research studies show that cal­ 
cium needs increase during preg­ 
nancy and are highest during the 
nursing period. 
Six cups of milk 
will supply all of the calcium a 
nursing mother needs. 
No other 
practical combination of foods can 
supply this 
amount of calcium, 
says Miss Barto. 


Most women get only a little 
more than half of the calcium they 
need. As a result, their bodies are 
deficient in this mineral before 
they become pregnant. Their own 
calcium needs 
do not decrease 
I during pregnancy, and they need 
additional calcium for the baby. 
So they must include more cal 
I cium-rich foods in their diets — 
namely, milk and milk products.

Research studies show that milk 
furnishes more calcium than any 
other food. 
In addition, all the 
vitamins that are known to be 
needed by man for good health are 
found in milk. And milk also fur­ 
nishes high-quality proteins. 
In planning a reducing diet, in­ 
clude foods that are rich in min­ 
erals, vitamins and high-quality 
protein but low in carbohydrates 
and fats. 
Since even whole milk 
has less calories than many other 
good sources of protein and vita­ 
mins, be sure to include milk in 
low-ealorie diets, says Miss Barto.

Both Need Calcium 


Adults and elderly folks need 
calcium 
as 
much as 
growing 
youngsters do. 
Even though the body has stop­ 
ped growing, the calcium and pro- i 
tem needs have not stopped, and 
milk is an excellent source of these 
nutrients, says Harriet Barto, Uni- j 
versify of Illinois dietetics instruc­ 
tor. 
If there isn’t enough calcium 
in the diet, the blood must take 
it from the bones to use in other | 
parts of the body. 
Older people j 
whose bodies are deficient in cal- j 
chun often have brittle bones than j 
can break easily and will be slow ] 
to mend. 
Calcium is also an important 
element in the clotting of blood. 
And it helps to regulate the h eart: 
beat and keeps the nerves in good 
condition. 
Milk contains 
top-quality pro­ 
teins, so older folks can get some 
of their daily protein quota by 
drinking milk and cating milk pro­ 
ducts. 
Three cups of milk will supply 
three-fourths of the calcium, four- 
fifths of the riboflavin, and nearly 
one-half of the protein needed daily 
by the body. Nutritionists recom­ 
mend that adults drink at least two 
cups of milk each day. 


MORE MILK 
To increase milk in your diet. 
cook cereals in milk or make milk 
toast or French toast for break­ 
fast 
For lunch or dinner, use 
milk in soups or chowders*, cheese 
in custards, fondues and souffles; 
creamed chicken, eggs, dried beef; 
creamed or scalloped vegetables; 
and desserts, such as cream and 
custard pies, milk sherbets, cus­ 
tards and puddings.
